These ports have been occupied by Russia 
and thus her treaty rights have been vio 
lated. Japan Is not guided by selfish mo­ 
tives, btit is acting In the Interest of all 
nations. I hope the United States will 
clearly understand our position and will 
favor us with their support.” 


The action of the United States In send­ 
ing marines to Seoul, Corea, is rcgairded 
here as, being a “significant indication of 
the trend of its sympathies,” and it Is 
known to be gratifying to Japan, becâusej 
it establishes a. precedent which Japan 
can follow, if necessary, in debarking a 
strong force on the península.

There will 
be an abundance of water for al,l pur­ 
poses and the 'elevatioU above the 
well is so great ill at it can be'run 
through houses and a permanent sup­ 
ply of water economically and conven­ 
iently obtained. 


On the following day, m com­ 
pany with E. C. Kreider, Jun­ 
ior, we visited a 
place which is 
ki^wn as the ‘^i^ew Discovery.” It 
lies about three and a half miles 
northeast of A^ua and about the 
saine distance from the Agua Hedi­ 
onda, or the original discovery. We 
found this to be a most reniarkublc 
discovery. Three pits had been dug; 
one to a depth of four or five feet; 
another to a depth of ten feet, and 
ano the r at a depth of about thirty 
i'etit. All were blowing gas and con­ 
tained quantities of sulphur, gypsum, 
limestone and a very pungent smell 
of oil and all the indications that are 
known for the existence of an exten­ 
sive deposit of petroleum. 


A peculiarity we noticed in this 
vicinity was the configuration of the 
>urrouncKng wuiitry. The whole ter­ 
ritory embraced in this concession is 
in a basin lying between» the moun­ 
tains and the sea, and it seems to 
liave beeii set apart for the purpose 
of storing the immense deposits of 
oi4, which appear to e^xist. In this 
particular locality there was, to my 
mind, a stronger indication of the 
uri^ence of oil in greiit quantities at 
depth than any place I visited. There 
\?e>re many other places of less im­ 
portance noted, but these will 8ui- 
iiee to show the extent^ of the ter­ 
ritory. 


Tt must be reînembered that it is

One.thing I failed to note, and that

'>nly ice biit cold water. Upon sit- 
»i,ng down to the table on the even*- 
.ing of . our arrival, I being thirsty. 
Irank .a huge glass of cold water and 
immediatoiy remarked that it tasted 
strongly of petroleum. Upon inquir>’, 
.ve found that the water used ^in the 
manufacture of this ice is taken from 
:i well of some depth in the city of^ 
Azua. Most of the water used by 
the inhabitiints of Azua is carried ini 
barrels, on burros by boys from the

Santo Doniingo city, we set out on the 
afierrioori'of the 8th at 3:30. 


Our first stop was at Sfiii GM'isfco- 
bai, an inli^nd town about twenty- 
tliTOé mile« distant, which we reached 
at 7 p. m. 
è resumed tlie journey 
il 7 the next rnorning, going as far as 
Bani, about thirty

The next village, 
about twenty-fivo miles distant, is 
callcil Savana Buey and is noted as 
the place where tlie Huytian invaders 
were driven back by the Dominican 
soldiery, at the time the lluvfcians 
were making aii aUempt to invade 
Pominicaii 
teri’itory. 
At 
Saya,na 
Buey, for a distance of two or three 
miles along the road, there is plenty 
.of water and the only \yater to be ob­ 
tained between there and Azua. 


The sugar plantation there main­ 
tains a bakei*y and sort of lodging 
house for travelers. Tt is called Ocoa. 
V¥e were unfortunate in passing this 
point without, knowing where it was, 
iience we failed to get either food 
ur water and were. éï>mpellèd to make 
I lie ride from Bani .to Azua, fifty- 
four miles, with but a light break- 
ftist and with no wate-r^ except v;hat 
v^as furnished, us by negro wood chop- 
I>ers, who- allowed us to drink froiiL 
their calabash.' The ride from Ocoa 
to Azua was the most tiring of the 
trip. It is twenty-five miles and there 
is not a house of a stream of water 
on the way. 


The road for the greater part of 
the distance extends along the peb­ 
bly shore of thé sea and over rough 
projections of land where it is lined* 
by huge cacti of many varieites. We 
reached' Azua at 8 :30 in the evening 
and had we been compiled to go a 
few miles further, ii would have béen 
next to impossible, as our horses were 
entirely given out, and'the ridiers iu; 
a very similar condition. 
A good- 
supper aiid the comjianionsliip of olii 
fi:ieiids, however, so©n fevi^d the 
party and after a good nighVs sleep 
in the cOmpany^s 
headquarters , in 
Azua, we were ready to take in the 
oil field on the foîîôîvîng day.

The .Police JKâtMi Ordlmmce 
Was Approved With an 
Amendmeiit 


The Olerk’8 Anniial 
Heport 
Heard, the Appropriation Or­ 
dinance Adopts, Fire Escapes 
for Public Buildings Discussed 


The first council meeting of the 
new year wa& one of the most busi 
ness like held by the present board 
aldermen. A i»reat deal of business 
was transacted and tj^re was lit 
ilo time spent in useless talk or pre 
sonting impracticable schemes. There 
was^ a flutter of expectation when the 
ladies and member» who had so sig­ 
nally brought* a previous meeting 
terms marched in and some antici 
pation of an interesting time was in 
dulged in but to no avail. His honor 
surrendered at discretion just as the 
gentlemen at the prévibus meeting 
had done ; all he asked was an amend 
mcnt to the police matron ordinance 
and then he too wus for it and to 
show how great mindi? run in the 
Rame channel, the ladies said tlic 
amendment gxiggested was just what 
they had wareted all aiong and so the 
measure became a law. Considerable 
time was devoted to discussing the 
maftivr of jSro escapes for the opera 
houmi and' other structures in the 
cii.y ' and wBiTe improvements were 
ca.sily shown to be imperative the 
f'ouncil manifested no disposition to 
net hastily or unreasonably in view 
of the receirt dreadful calamity. The 
mayor’s report of his actions proved 
that he had proceeded with wisdom 
and caution and had been actuated by 
a de.sire to seek the safety of the 
people and keep within the limits of 
the law. The appropriations for the 
new year were discussed and passed. 
The city clerk read his annual report 
which is presented in full and is an 
admirable document. The salary in­ 
crease ordi,naneo was laid over again. 


THE PROCEEDINGS. 


The council met in regular session 
Thurschiy night with 
all present; 
>Cayor John R. Dàvis in the chair. 


Aid. Gobb presented 
a 
petition 
from residents on South Clay avenue 
for a light between Morton and Su­ 
perior avenues. - Referred to the light 
committee. 


Mayor Davis read the following: 
Jacksonville. Jun. 7.—To- the Members,of 
the City Council.—Gentlemen: At the last 
regular meetlnfr of thè city council—Dec. 
17—there wáR an ordinance p^eseiited arid 
pá.ssed creating the office of city matron. 
1 return this ordinance to the city cotw- 
cil with my disapproval of Section 1, and 
a.sk that the same be amended. I have 
given the subject of city matron a great 
deal of con.sideratlòn. 1 have made visits 
to several cities \i'here a city matron, or 
what most citiQiS. term a police matron, 
have been appointed and I find there is 
quite a lield for such work, but In the city 
of Jack.soiiVillc we are not equipped for 
fully carryinfT out thi.s work, in as niuch 
as We have no separate rooms for the con­ 
finement of female prisoner.?, and if this 
office is created all 
female 
prisoners 
should be turned over to the custody of 
the city ma^tron.' I also feel that other 
ofricc.s, such as night de.sfc¡¡ sergeant, a city 
plumber and., bulldlhg inspector, án in-^ 
spector, of weights ánd* measures and 
other things needed really worseithan the 
office of city matron; yet r believe it is a 
step in the right direction and that á 
great deal of good can be accomplished 
in this office if ,filled by tho right person. 
The office of , city matron'has been asked, 
for by the ladles of this'city, of the vari­ 
ous clubs and churches aifd has the hearty 
.support and- recommendation of the Min­ 
isterial as.sociatlon, ,and I feel that we 
.should be wiHírig to give this officerà fair 
trial. The ordinance passed at your last 
meeting does not place this office under 
the direction of any one and I feel that,all 
appointments made hy the city of Jaék- 
sonville should be responsible to some one. 
I further feel that this department should 
bo under the direct supervision of the po­ 
lice department, but in as much as the 
proinoters of this ordinance, that Is to 
.say, the ladies of our city, believe it 
should be a separate department, I am 
willing to abide by their wish. I, there­ 
fore, return .said ordinance to you, asking 
that ,Section 1 be amended to read as fol­ 
lows: “There is hereby created the ofí|ce 
of city matron of the city of Jacksonville. 
She shall bo subject to and under the di­ 
rection of the mayor and city council aiid 
shall make a monthly report of her doings 
to the same." 


I recommend that the ordinance be 


pa.ssed as amended.

A committee of five aldermen, with 
the fire chief was voted. 


The, mayor , said Dr., Gray was in 
the city and had expressed a willing­ 
ness to make some improvements. 
The mayor read a letter he had 
written to the gentleman: 


Jacksonville, Jan. 7.—Dr. W. A. Gray, 
Owner of 
the Opera 
House Building, 
Jacksonville, III-—Dear Sir: 
You have 
asked me to give you my idea as to what 
will institute improvements to make the 
Grand opera house and building , satisfacr 
tory to the citisens of Jacksonville. I be­ 
lieve we have the prettiest little theatre 
in the state and could make It perfectly 
safe with a small expenditure of money. I 
would first say .that the stage proper 
.should be equipped with a fire alarm box 
connected with the fire department. Thai 
the standpipé upon the stage should be 
equipped with first-class rubber hose, of 
the strongest pressure. There should be 
hose on the stage floor proper and from 
the scene shifter on the stage above. That 
the ventilator in the top of the stage 
proper and the ventilator in the top of the 
opera house proper should be arranged so 
that it could be opened and closed at will 
from the ground floor, it now being neces­ 
sary to climb practically to the roof of the 
stage to open and close the said ventil­ 
ator. The auditorium proper should have 
four exits. The main exit you now have 
is in good shape, the carrijige entrance, 
which ha.s never been tised, should be 
changed so the doors would open out in­ 
stead of in, a.s they do at present, and 
that all material now piled in said en­ 
trance .should be cleaned out and that this 
exit: should be left unlocked at all tlmés 
during performances. 
Tliat the exit on 
the south opening out into a court in the 
roar should be left unlocked at all times 
during the performances and. that a new 
exit should be cut from the present la 
diesi dressing roqm on theisoutiheast. cor­ 
ner of the building. At'the present time 
there is a window opening out from this 
room, so this could easily be made into a 
door and a good exit, and that thè word 
‘Exit" should be placed over each exit 
and that a red light be displayed over the 
same at all times. This, in my judgment, 
would make the ground floor as safe as 
any theatre in the country. 


There should be not less than three ex; 
its from the first balcony and at the pres­ 
ent time you have but one, and that en­ 
tering directly into the main auditorium. 
You .should build an exit from the W'est 
side of the balcony entering into the car­ 
riage exit on the first floor. The doors on 
the south .side of the balcony that now 
open out on to a one-story roof, making a 
descent of three feet from side doors to 
the top of the roof, should be arranged 
with steps down to the roof and from 
there a fire e.scape should be placed to the 
ground below^. Thlfe with the stairways 
leading from the balcony down to the 
stage would make the same perfectly safe. 


The gallery in "the presnt condition is 
in very bad shape, having but one.eîçit, 
that upon the w’est side. There should be 
placed fire escapes from the two windows 
on the east side otthe gallery and one on 
the south side. This would, in my judg­ 
ment, make the gallery perfectly safe. 


The.?e, -with the addition of fire escapes 
on the south side of your building proper, 
thaC is to .say, the hotel side of the build­ 
ing, and the side of the building now used 
];or, flats, would' make your building per­ 
fectly safe and in accordance with the 
laws covering such buildings. 


I trust you will immediately give this 
matter your attention, which I feel will 
install confidence to your house and build­ 
ing.

The city of Jacksonville has munlci- 
pial bonds.outstanding as follows: 


Bond issue of April 27, 1885, comprising 
99 bonds of the denomination of ll.OM.OO 
each bearing 5 per cent Interest registered 
at the office of the state auditor, due 
April 27. 1906. amounting to $99.000.00. 


Bond issue of July 1, 1899, comprising 
239 bonds of «the denomination of $500 
each, bearing 4 per cent interest, not 
registered, due in series of $6,000.00ea0h 
year until the 5'®ar 1919 al\ due in 20 
years from date of Issue amounting to 
$119^500, making a total bonded indebt­ 
edness of the city $218.500.00. 


The ordinance 
authorizing 
the last 
named Issue of bonds provides for a slnk^ 
ing fund of $6.000.00 each year to take up 
the bonds as they become due. jand this 
levy is made each year, the statute pre­ 
scribing that such á levy can be made 
outside of the levy for current expenses. 
Sinoe these bonds were Issued In 18^, 
$18,000.00 of these bonds have 'been paid, 
thereby reducing our bonded Indebted­ 
ness to that extent. 


The Issue of 1885 amountlhg to $99,000 
as shown above will become due April 
27,1906 an^ It will devolve upon this coun­ 
cil to take the necessary steps to refund 
these bonds. They are now drawing In­ 
terest at the rate of 5 per cent per annum 
an^ they can be refunded at a lower rata 
of interest, possibly as low as 4 per cent, 
and thus efCeqt a saving to.the taxpayers.

He 
thought there were some permanent 
improvements, such as a pagoda in 
Central park, improvements in Dun­ 
can park and arches in Central park. 


By courtesy of the counsel, John

commission. 
There 
is 
now about 
$5,000 available for i>ark improve­ 
ments. The park is for tliose not able 
to enjoy travel and other luxuries and 
it seems to the board that the city 
should match the gift that has been 
made and would have been, if the 
gift had been on those terms. From 
the very admirable report of the city 
clerk tho revenues will not be much 
less than last year. 
You have ap­ 
propriated $20,000 for brick sewers, 
much needed. I think the sewer could 
be constructed without 
taxing the 
city best by making a general levy 
on the property benefited, which is 
the south half of the city. You can 
only build a piece at a time, which 
^will be costly and liot satisfactory. 
I doubt if you wilL be. able to raise 
the $20,00 this year. The park should 
be developed and put in shape as soon 
as possible, if any good’ is to be had 
from it. 
The place should have a 
pavilion, gra.ss, trees, custodian and 
other expenses. The board wants to 
begin right and do what will be wise 
in the long run. In view of all facts 
we feel the city should vote us $2,500 
for use this year. 


Aid. Cobb—The’finance committee 
felt that as the city’s income would 
be smaller this year, it would be well 
to award but $500 this year. 


Aid. Vaught said much expense 
would be paid from the present ap­ 
propriations to improve the 
lake, 
dam 
and 
conduit to the dumping 
works which would' 
be 
for 
the 
park virtually. This spring the peo­ 
ple would be asked to vote a special 
tax, which will yield a pretty good 
siun. The $5,000 now available will 
do much toward improving. 


Aid. Hildreth said he felt a pa­ 
vilion a very necessary improvement 
for the, park and he moved a subscrip­ 
tion be started for 'the erection of 
one. 


The mayor said he realized the 
need of the structure, but it would 
have $5,500 as the matter stands. He 
thought the best time to try to get 
money would be after work had been 
begun in the spring. A. grand open­ 
ing day would be the best thing and 
a general sentiment created in favor ; 
then ask for the tax vote. When a 
start is made and showing clearly in 
sight, then it will be the best time 
to make a start. 


C. L. Degen, of the park board, 
said if the city would give a little 
something more than the ordinance 
provided, it would be a great bless­ 
ing for the poor of the city, who 
would have little other sources of 
pleasure. Start the park with a pa­ 
vilion this year. Give at l^ s t $2^000 
tliis year, and it will be a blessing to 
those who so much need such a place 
of resort. I feel the people will ap­ 
prove the gift of $2,000 or $2,500 this 
year. 


Aid. Moore—If the city appropri­ 
ate» more tlian $500 this jear it will 
set the people against it. I think ^ 
present course wisest than to give 
too much at once. Bo a little now 
and the people will cheerfully vote 
a special tax for park iipprovements, 
whidi will be available after the 
present year. 


The mayor read tl» régular appro­ 
priation ordinance prepflu*ed by the 
city clerk, which was in consonance

Aid. Goveia thought the council 
should halrdly appoint the park cus­ 
todian. 


Aid. Kennedy thought later on, if 
the park board needed money, the 
council would grant it. 


Aid. Goveia said the water com-: 
niittee was proud of the record of 
tlie past six months and' the collect­ 
ions. 
He supiK)se<l the park board 
would correct the cattle feeding by 
the lake. 


The mayor showed a water meter 
badly out of order causing loss to the 
city, and a sample of hundreds of 
others and lie wondered which was 
better, to* suffer loss or hire men to 
j make repairs, or make a flat rate. 


Aid. yaught spoke, against a flat 
water rate. At present the quality 
of water was poor. 
If possible, a 
filter should be- put in for the whole 
city supply. 


Aid. Babb wanted to know if the 
water couldn’t be settled 
at 
the 
pumping works. 


The mayor said if the city had 
water enough a flat rate would be 
a good thing. People didn’t under­ 
stand the meters and looked on them 
as a mysterious thing calculated to 
defraud. 


Aid. Johnson said a good many me­ 
ters had been reported covered and 
not accessible. 
Superintendent Scott said many had 
been nncovered, but some were yet 
out of sight. A great many meters 
were registering against tlie 
city, 
causing loss. When meters are reg-. 
istering against the city there are 
even then complaint«. One man who 
complained had the meter tested and 
found it was losing the city 30 per 
cent. 


Aid. Babb thought the iron pipe 
from the lake .would help correct the 
trouble with city wateiç. 


Aid. Johnson , asked 
that 
Dr. 
Harker be permitted to speak. The 
latter said he had paid much atten­ 
tion to protection frcwn fire and 
thought the Woman’s college admira­ 
bly constructed in' that respect. He 
proceeded to explain the construction 
of the. buildhig, which he deemed* am­ 
ply supplied wit3i good fire escapes. 
A quantity of emergency hose had 
been supplied with stand pipes in all 
stories. Many of the fire extinguish­ 
ers were also in various parts of the 
building. 
, 


Aid. Kennedy said he had looked 
over the building, at Dr. Harker’s 
request, and had been pleased to see 
the excellent arangements for pro- 
tcjion against fijre and means of es­ 
cape in case of trouble. The arrange­ 
ments he regarded excellent and hard 
to improve. 


Aldi Vaught said next vireek a man 
would be here to exhibit a jiolice and 
fire box and the aldermen would be 
duly notified.

especially j^lrls, arid that the custom 
still prevails not only here, but in other 
portions of the country. 


“A German, Avhose wife js a liiiS' 
sian creole, has a slave ;iirl nine year.>4 
old; a ilnssian ci-cole, Avhose w ife is a 
native, lias a slave girl fourteen years 
old; a Scotolinian. Avhose Avtfe is a na­ 
tive, has two little slave girls about 
seven and ei^Ut years old r»‘spect|vely;

Bonds issued under 
the other law aire not registered and the 
c ity .ea c h year is obliged to levy a tax 
for the interest, and in case any future 
city council neglects to levy this tax, the 
city m ight be placed in th e position of 
repudiating its ju st debts. 


The* Railroad and Im provement Aid Act 
provides that bonds shall be Issued 
three w ays or rather three classes, via 


The first class to consist of bonds, of 
which only the interest is payable annual 
iy. 
" 
The second class to consist of those 
of which the interest and fivejper cent 
of the principal are to be paid annually, 


The. third class to consist of a grad 
uated series, the ilrét grade, made paÿ 
able, principal and Interest at the end of 
one year from the date of issue; the sec 
ond, at the end of two years, and thus 
to the end of the aeries, the class to be 
issued being a t tho option of the legal 
voters'expressed as provided in this law. 


This law reads: “That no new bon^s 
or other evidence of indebtedness, shall 
be issued under this act, unless the same 
shall bo ilrst authorized as hereinafter 
provided, by a vote of a majority of the 
legal vbters of such county, city, town! 
township, school district or other munici 
pal corporation ’ voting at some general 
election or special election held for that 
purpose.” 


I would recommend that these bonds be 
refunded under this act and that the city 
council pass àn ordinance as soon as prac 
ticable, calling an election on the third 
Tuesday of April* 1901, to provide for the 
refunding of these bonds. 


The» date of this election will be the 
regular election for members of the board 
of education in the Third and Fourth 
wards, and if it is thoughtn ecessary to 
call an election for park purposes it can 
be held on the same date. 


The class In which «they can be issued 
can be designated by the city council and 
can be stipulated in the ordinance. 


I have recently conferred with the state 
treasurer with regard to the balance in 
thé state treasury to the credit of the 
Jacksonville sinking fund, levied several 
years ago, and I find that there is a bal 
ance to our credit there of $9,030.50. This 
money was raised bjr taxation as a sink 
Ing- fund for bond redemption and cannot 
be used for any other purpose as long as 
the city has outstanding indebtedness, but 
it can be applied on these bonds, when 
they become due and thereby reduce this 
debt to $90,000.

These bonds were issued under the law 
providing for local improvements and 
some of them become due each year until 
the last series is matured. The install 
ment paid by the property owners each 
year provides for the payment of interest 
and principal. There will be bonds to the 
amount of $12,700.00 to mature during the 
year 1901 on these public improvements. 


The law provides that If there is a sur­ 
plus to the credit of any of these im­ 
provements at the beginning of tho year 
the treasurer shall call in certain bonds 
by publishing a notice of his intention so 
to do and the said bonds called in by the 
10th. day of February. 'l understand that 
the treasurer intends to call in some oi 
the above mentioned bonds this year. 


The ordlnSnces of the city provide that 
the city clerk in his annual report shall 
classify the different branches of expendi 
tures, giving as nearly as may be the 
amount needed for each. I will give below 
the amounts that, in my judgment, would 
be expedient for the council to appropriate 
for the coming year in the different de­ 
partments. These are based upon previous 
expenditures arid thè present needs and in 
many instances I have consulted with 
heads of 
departments and ascertained 
what would be necessary for the coming 
year. ’ 
" ' ^v 
The-city council is not obliged to adopt 
my suggestions in every particular and it 
lies with you, gentlemen to add to or di­ 
minish any. appropriation, or cut it out 
altogether if you see fit. I am giving you 
the amounts that would be necessary in 
my judgment to appropriate for thè diff­ 
erent funds. 


Before giving a list of the appropriations 
I desire, to call your attention to a few of 
the needs of the city. 


The first is,th e need of a trunk sewer, 
as I have mentioned in two previous an ­ 
nual reports. 
L ast year the council ap 
propria ted $20,000 for a trunk sew er and 
nothing w as done toward it. Mr. Brown, 
our engineer* is now preparing: estim ates 
ori^the work and in a short tim e w ill be 
able to give the council an intelligent idea 
of »the cost. I would recommend, that the 
sam e am ount be appropriated this year. 


Two’ years ago the council appropriated 
an am ount to lay. a conduit from Morgan 
lake to the pum ping station and th)s w as 
not \ised. A great deal of w ater g o e # to 
w aste running through th e tile now laid 
there and the need of this im provem ent is 
apparent.; 


Mr. Browrvhas made an estim ate on the 
cost or this pipe for various sizes—for an 
eight-inch pipe, discharging 49 cubic feet 
per minute, $5,500; for a ten-inch pipo, die* 
charging 84 feet per minute, $7,800; for a 
twelve-inch pipe, discharging 149 feet per 
minute, $8,300. The latter is nearly the ca 
pacity of our 'present pump and would be 
the m ost economical. 


W e §re now no nearer a solution of the 
w ater ‘problem than w e w ere a year ago, 
and ¿ 'th in k the council should m ake an 
appropriation of a t.’lea st $10,000 toward 
bettering, our w ater system , or at least 
m ake a start in th at direction. 


The city building is badly In need of re­ 
pairs and. before, long som ething w ill have 
to. be done in th at direction. A part of 
the east w all ls dangerous a t the present 
tim e and / I invite th e attention o f the 
council to this matted. 
< Our ordinances w ith regard to tearing up 
tho paved streets are not a s strict a s they 
should be and iri m any instances when 
pavem ents ar$ put. back after an excava­ 
tion is m ade for sewer, w ater or g a s pipes 
they fro n ot put 'In proper shape. , W e 
cannot prevent' corporations or private 
citizens'from , taking up pavem ents when 
it is necessary to do so, b ut w e should re- 


. This 
many cltieg and in my judgment should
